Gurls are prepared for 
University entrance, and for those who wish to specialize on leaving 
school, without actually taking a University course, a sound prepar- 
ation is given for public and professional life. The girls are also 
encouraged to form wise and lasting friendships and to cultivate a 
high sense of honour. 


We believe that parents who entrust their daughters to our care 
desire that the children shall develope a strong spiritual and moral 
life, made evident by simplicity and sincerity of character. To do 
this, our pupils must conscientiously endeavour to conform to the 
spirit of the School, and they must live the life of the School. Ab- 
sences are most undesirable, and permission to leave the School 
should rarely be asked, and then only for serious reasons. 


The curriculum provides courses of instruction leading 
from Kindergarten to Honours Matriculation. Classes 
are small and each girl obtains individual and careful attention. 


Special attention ts given to the teaching of Music and Art. 
Regular classes in both these subjects are included in the ordinary 
course. In addition girls can take private lessons in Piano, Violin, 
Solo Singing, Harmony and the Theory of Music; also in Drawing, 
Painting, Designing, Modelling and Embroidery. 


Curriculum 


The School has adequate laboratory equipment, and the usual 
Science courses are taught throughout the School. 


Physical Training forms part of the ordinary course, and all 
physical exercises are under the supervision of a trained mistress. 
The School has ample gymnastic equipment. 


Kelinioug /2 the regular course of study, Religious instruction is 
provided in the Bible, the Prayer Book and Church 
History and Doctrine. There is a well-appointed Chapel 
in the building, where a short service is held morning and evening, 


Instruction 
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and regular opportunities for Holy Communion are provided for such 
as desire it. On Sundays the girls attend the Parish Church. Part 
of the Religious Instruction is given by the Sisters. 


The health of the girls is under the care of a hospital 
trained nurse. There is an airy well-warmed and well- 
appointed Infirmary in the main building, and an Isolation Hospital 
in a separate building for infectious diseases or cases of serious illness. 
In the latter circumstances a special nurse is engaged and her fee is 
charged to the patient or patients under her care. 

The meals are arranged by an experienced Sister and are ample 
and well-balanced. Plenty of milk, eggs, fruit and salads are pro- 
vided. 

The dormitories are comfortable and airy, and the sanitary ar- 
rangements are modern and efficient. The number of baths installed 
is sufficient to allow every pupil to take a bath daily. 

No girl is allowed to return to school on recovery from an in- 
fectious disease without a certificate from a medical man to say she is 
free from infection. Health certificates, to certify that the pupil has 
not been exposed to any infection during the holidays, are required 
to be filled up and signed by the parent or guardian, and to be pre- 
sented on the first day of each term. 

Parents are asked to have their children medically examined 
before sending them to school, even though they may be apparently 
in perfect health. If preferred, they can be examined by the school 
Doctor.

Three weeks at Christmas, ten days at Easter. The 
School Year ends between June 10th and 15th. Girls 
remaining at school during the holidays pay $15.00 a week for board.

Girls are not allowed to go out with visitors, or to accept 
invitations to friends in the town except on “Out Satur- 
days’’ after 1 o'clock, once a fortnight, and then only with written 
permission from the parents to the Principal.
